TOWN WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in the 
County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs. You are hereby notified to meet at 
the Town House in said Town on Tuesday, the 14th 
day of March, 1933, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. Tochoose by ballot and major vote, a Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Clerk, one or more not exceeding three 
Highway Agents, two Auditors, one Selectman for 
three years, two Library Trustees for three years, one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, and such other 
Officers and Agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to repair Highways and Bridges in 
said Town, for the Support of Poor in said Town, and 
for the Public Library in said Town. 


3. To see what sum of Money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Construction. 


4. To seeif the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
Six Hundred Dollars for the construction of a Fire 
House on grounds of Town Hall. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and apro- 
priate $17,500 for Memorial to Veterans of the Civil 
War. 


6. To see what sum of Money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


7. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to Old Cemeteries.

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars to be 
used on road leading to Hanson Farm. 


9. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars to be used for 
the purpose of Blasting and Widening the section of 
Town Highway on Long Island above and below the 
entrance to the Property of Ralph O. Brown and on the 
brow of the Hill near the entrance of the Dr. F. A. 
Greene property. (By Request.) 


10. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to having all-night service on Street Lights. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Four Hundred Dollars to be used for 
the suppression of White Pine Blister, this sum to be 
expended under the supervision of State by local men. 


12. To hear the report of Officers and Agents and 
transact any other business that may legally come 
before the voters.

To the Members of the School Board and 
Citizens of Moultonboro: 


In the town report for 1923 are the following sta- 
tistics. I have given those for last year in a parallel 
column. 

"21—’22 ’31—’32 


Pupils Registered 95 128 
Average Membership 86 111 
Half-days in Session 342 364 
Percent of Attendance 935 9.14 
Cases of Tardiness 183 19 
High School Pupils 4 22 
Perfect. Attendance 0 17 


Please note especially that while there were 25 more 
pupils in average membership and 22 half days more 
school there was an improvement of 4.4% in attend- 
ance. There were 17 pupils with perfect attendance 
to none in ’21—’22. 

Such a fine showing could have been made only with 
the active and sympathetic cooperation of the citizens 
as a whole, with the parents and teachers. 

Last year there were twenty-two Moultonboro pupils 
in secondary schools or more than five times the num- 
ber of ten years ago, and is a good record. 


Now comes some rather disquieting information. 
Of the ten elementary graduates last year, only one 
attended a neighboring High School. With times as 
difficult as they are now the expense of transportation 
is greater than many of the parents can carry. Four- 
teen years of age is too young for the town to set its 
children adrift. Of course the towns without High

where, but that does not quite equalize their educa- 
tional opportunities if the cost of tr ansportation is too 
burdensome. | . 

It is a real problem to be fair to the taxpayers and 
the children at the same time. 

The condition at the Green’s Corner School has not 
improved. There are more pupils, so the danger is 
greater. 

I have omitted this year the complete attendance 
record, but wish to honor those who had one or more 
terms of perfect attendance.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH WORK FOR 
MOULTONBORO 


To the Townspeople, School Board, and 
Superintendent of Schools: 


This is the second year that Moultonboro has tried 
the plan of providing for the health supervision of her 
children. Although the unemployment situation in 
the town does not seem bad and there are no real cases 
of need in the town, it is very difficult to get much 
clinic work done because of lack of funds. Families 
can not afford all that they would wish in the way of 
corrective work and the various organizations are hard 
pressed also. Last year the Moultonboro Red Cross 
stood behind a dental clinic and about fifty children 
were done. Those who could afford the work paid for 
it themselves and the Red Cross paid the balance. All 
children had an equal chance to have the dental work 
done. There were also seven cases of defective vision 
corrected. Two more have been done this year. There 
are still nine cases to be corrected. 


There was no tonsil clinic in Moultonboro last year. 
There are but few children requiring this operation— 
only about twelve cases in the whole town. Perhaps 
a way may be found to get some of these cases done 
in June. 


The most necessary work to be done this year is a 
continuation of the dental corrections begun last year. 


There should be a systematic follow up of this work 
each year to avoid the painful and extensive work that 
is necessary when it is put off for one year. The 
mouths put in condition last year should require less 
work this year to keep them in good shape. The cost 
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should also be less each year the work is regularly and 
thoroughly done.

June 30, 1932 showed:

It may be seen that there is a large amount of cor- 
rective work necessary this year although it is not as 
much as last year. We hope that the health of the 
children will not have to suffer the major part of the 
effects of the present depression. As a rule this is 
what happens in such a crisis as the present one. .Chil- 
dren are fed and clothed. Every one looks out for 
this. But eyes, teeth, and tonsils are left to be cor- 
rected in better times—and the health of the children 
suffers. . 7
